‘This 
‘method of Tax’ Enforcemen:’ has 
proved to: be both expensive and: ted- 
ious, as it requires the making out of 
a Tax Enforcement Return; abstracts 
: of title are required to. be secured*from 
: the Land Titles Office for all lands on 
the said Tax Enforcement Return; 
“notices have to be sent by registered 
» mail at least sixty days prior to date 
vf the Court at which the Tax En- 
forcement Return is to be confirmed to 
‘all parties having any interest in the 
land and notice of Court has to be ad- 
vertised in the local newspaper and in 
the Alberta Gazette. After the Tax 
Enforcement Return has heen con- 
firmed additional abstracts have to be 
obtained, two more sets of notices 
have tobe issued and advertisements 
again inserted in local newspapers and 
{ lberta Gazette, giving date of final 
foyfeiture, If the land is finally sold, 
‘it is at least fourteen months from the 
\ date.of commencement cf ‘forfeiture 
proceedings before the municipalily 
realizes, all its taxes, and if, as fre- 
quently happens in urban municipali- 
ties, the land cannot be sold at all, the 
municipality does not receive its taxes 
and in addition is out a large amount 
spent in obtaining abstracts, printing 
and mailing special ngkice, advertising 
date of court, adv g date of final 
forfeiture and so on.
